Stem  Rot  RESISTANT  ASTERS 

Resistant  asters  have  been  bred  to  overcome  the  disease  ordinarily  referred  to  as  stem  rot. 
This  work  has  been  remarkably  successful,  as  will  be  noted  in  the  above  photo.  Stem  rot  some¬ 
times  destroys  young  plants;  but  it  usually  shows  up  later;  sometimes  as  the  flowers  are  ready  to 
open,  the  plant  drops  over  from  the  fatal  rot.  The  breeding  of  these  better  strains  is  very  simple. 
It  is  based  on  the  fact  that  every  seed-produced  plant  differs  from  every  other.  If  a  lot  of  asters  go 
down  with  rot  nearly  100%,  as  sometimes  happens,  the  survivors  are  carefully  examined  and  seed 
saved  separately  from  a  few  of  the  cleanest.  The  following  year  each  lot  is  grown  on  separately, 
and  at  least  some  of  these  lots  will  be  found  resistant.  This  selective  process  is  repeated,  and  in 
several  years  careful  work  you  will  have  a  resistant  strain.  However,  the  strains  are  not  resistant 
to  all  diseases  asters  are  subject  to,  such  as  the  "ydl°ws/'  various  forms  of  rust,  and  rot,  the  general 
effect  of  which  might  and  sometimes  is  mistaken  for  stem  rot.  Even  in  soil  not  at  all  affected  with 
this  rot,  these  strains  will  be  safer  and  generally  more  vigorous  and  satisfactory. 

We  have  pioneered  interest  in  these  new  asters  and  are  doing  much  work  in  their  development. 
All  varieties  we  have  to  offer  that  are  not  of  our  origination,  with  the  few  exceptions  noted,  have 
been  thoroughly  tested  in  our  trial  grounds.  These  grounds  have  been  growing  asters  for  five  years. 
The  soil  is  so  filled  with  aster  rot  that  only  highly  resistant  strains  will  survive.  These  conditions  only 
make  it  possible  to  select  or  develop  such  strains. 

We  believe  our  list  on  the  following  pages  covers  all  the  most  resistant  varieties  available  today. 
We  have  had  confidence  and  interest  in  these  strains  since  Dr.  L.  R.  Jones  of  the  University  of  Wis¬ 
consin  led  the  way  in  their  development.  We  are  very  confident  that  the  future  of  all  American 
Asters  lies  in  strains  that,  will  be  100%  resistant  to  rot.

And  don't  overlook  this  —  "we  pay  postage  and  insurance  on  all  orders 
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IN  MOST  SECTIONS  of  our  country  it  is 
ordinarily  impossible  to  produce  clean, 
long-stemmed  asters  without  the  protec¬ 
tion  of  cloth  houses.  There  are  two  ad¬ 
vantages  in  this  protection.  The  most  im¬ 
portant  one  is  to  bar  a  very  little  fellow 
known  as  the  leaf  hopper  that  infects  asters 
with  that  fatal  disease  “yellows”.  In  a 
tightly  maintained  cloth  house,  asters  will 
be  entirely  free  of  this.  Th  e  second  ad¬ 
vantage  of  these  houses  is  the  protection 
they  afford  against  the  strong  sun  and  wind 
of  mid-summer.  This  protection  produces 
longer  stemmed,  cleaner,  and  larger  flowers. 

Asters  are  not  alone  in  enjoying  this 
summer  protection.  There  are  very  few  flowers,  in  fact,  but  what  draw  up  longer  stemmed  and  cleaner 
under  the  shelter  of  cloth.  We  feel  sure  any  retail  business  should  take  advantage  of  such  a  house, 
especially  where  summer  temperatures  are  trying.  As  market  growers  we  find  asters  pay  out  best  in 
them.  In  fact,  it  is  generally  impossible,  in  the  middle  states,  to  get  much  out  of  asters  in  the  open. 

Our  Ball  Red  Book  provides  details  for  their  construction.  However,  improvements  suggest  them¬ 
selves  annually.  Strengthening  them  against  high  winds  is  most  important.  We  made  a  chan  ge  the 
past  season  in  running  an  additional  wire  between  the  regular  post  wires.  This  provides  a  wire 
every  I6T2  feet.  We  also  sewed  our  cloth  to  all  wires,  preventing  much  waving  of  the  cloth  in  a 
high  wind.  Also,  we  do  not  longer  use  the  eye  staples  for  supporting  wire  to  posts  because  con¬ 
tinual  friction  wears  wire  through.  Instead  we  run  the  wire  through  a  hole  in  the  post.  Maintaining 
wires  quite  tight  and  locating  the  house  in  a  wind-sheltered  position  should  be  stressed.  We  are 
glad  to  be  of  such  further  service  as  we  can  be  in  this  connection. 


These  houses  should  be  located  on  as  wind-protected  a  position  as  is  available 
and  the  post  spacing  must  be  exact.

WE  HAVE  NOT  only  pioneered  interest  in  rot  resistant  asters  but  are  actively  working  on  the 
development  of  these  strains  in  all  varieties.  In  the  following  list  the  degree  of  resistance 
will  run  from  75%  to  practically  100%  in  our  diseased  soil.  We  occasionally  get  complaints 
to  the  contrary.  When  this  happens,  it  is  perfectly  clear  to  us  that  the  cause  will  be  found  in  disease 
or  rust  other  than  the  wide  spread  stem  rot  they  are  bred  to  resist.  Even  in  soil  not  infected  with 
stem  rot,  we  feel  sure  these  strains  will  be  found  more  vigorous  and  safer  than  the  ordinary  ones. 
Dates  given  are  for  flowering  in  the  latitude  of  Chicago  and  seem  to  vary  some  every  season,  probably 
due  to  weather  conditions. 

THE  BEST  COLORS. 

Good  white  asters  usually  enjoy  the  most  active  demand  in  any  market.  In  the  order  of  their  value 
as  we  find  them,  we  suggest  using  the  colors  as  follows:  White,  Rose-pink,  Peach  Blossom-pink, 
Azure  Blue  or  Lavender,  Deep  Rose,  Orchid,  Shell  Pink,  Purple,  Crimson.  The  varieties  starred  (*) 
rank  especially  high  with  us  from  the  standpoint  of  resistance,  color,  or  both.

A  FEW  SUGGESTIONS 

The  transplanting  of  asters,  and  most  other  plants  as  well,  is  more  of  a  check  or  injury  than  we  gen¬ 
erally  realize.  Sowing  seed  direct  overcomes  this  and  makes  a  difference  in  their  growth,  but  it 
brings  the  crop  in  some  later  and  shorter  stemmed.  So  in  planting  out,  do  so  on  a  cloudy,  cool  day 
if  possible,  and  water  promptly.  When  asters  are  ordinarily  planted  in  the  field  and  without  water 
they  brace  up  in  a  few  days  and  grow  right  along,  but  all  too  frequently  the  open  field  crop  and 
method  of  handling  is  a  failure,-  and  we  wonder  why.  We  do  not  believe  any  florist  crop,  during 
an  average  season,  can  be  made  profitable  without  the  protection  of  water,  especially  asters. 

Of  this  we  are  certain:  It  pays  better  to  plant  a  small  lot  and  care  for  them  intensively  than  a  large 
acreage  and  let  them  more  or  less  take  care  of  themselves.  There  are  real  possibilities  in  asters,  and 
to  realize  them  use  well  enriched  and  prepared  soil,  transplant  carefully,  and  water  thoroughly 
when  necessary.  Also,  here  in  our  section,  the  protection  of  a  cloth  house  is  necessary.

This 
is  made  under  the  protection  of  aster  cloth,  though  next  season  we  shall  use  our  cold  or  sash  houses 
for  this  purpose.  This  sowing  gets  into  full  crop  with  us  late  in  August  and  produces  heavily  until 
cut  dow  by  frost.  Strong  weekly  spraying,  especially  this  outdoor  crop,  we  find  necessary  to  hold 
down  aphis,  that  otherwise  would  quickly  destroy  them  in  high  temperatures.

WE  HAVE  found  it  necessary  to  produce  our  own  seed  to  insure  our  supply  being  true  to  color.  Every  lot  of  our 
snapdragon  seed  receives  a  flowering  test  before  it  is  sent  out.  This  insures  it  being  right;  such  a  test  is,  of  course, 
necessary  to  avoid  disappointment.  We  get  complaints  on  its  germination,  of  course,  tho  we  keep  this  checked 
most  thoroly.  We  feel  sure  much  loss  in  germinating  such  small  seed  would  be  avoided  if  it  were  sown  without  the 
use  of  any  covering.  A  light  spraying  will  wash  it  into  the  soil  enough  to  germinate  it  if  closely  protected  from  sun 
and  air.  We  test  the  germination  of  all  our  small  seed  in  this  way. 

RUST  RESISTANT  STRAINS  have  been  developed  in  California  that  are  highly  resistant  under  conditions  that  greatly 
favor  the  spread  of  rust.

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FLORISTS  ZINNIAS 


Wherever  summers  are  hot.  Zinnias  have  real  //florist//  value. 


BOTH  for  cutting  and  selling  young  plants  from  pots  or  Rats,  Zinnias  are  an  important  item  to  every 
retail  grower;  and  when  well  grown,  the  choicer  colors  and  types  are  generally  profitable  for 
a  market  grower.  They  flourish  only  in  a  warm  temperature.  This  applies  particularly  to  the 
germination  of  the  seed,  that  will  rot  in  cold  wet  soil.  We  rarely  receive  complaints  on  this  during 
May  or  June,  but  in  March  and  April  we  are  occasionally  told  that  it  will  not  germinate.  If  sown 
with  a  little  bottom  heat  in  a  60°  house,  it  will  be  out  of  the  ground  in  4  or  5  days.  Our  nicest 
outdoor  crop  is  from  a  sowing  made  about  mid-June  directly  where  it  is  to  flower.  Not  being  checked 
by  transplanting  or  by  low  temperatures  or  small  pots,  they  grow  along  vigorously,  especially  with 
the  help  of  overhead  watering.  Also  if  sown  indoors  about  March  1  and  early  April,  transplanted 
about  10  x  10  in.  in  a  carnation  house  temperature,  they  will  produce  excellent  flowers  in  May. 
They  are  not  suited  to  mid-winter  forcing.  Zinnias  also  draw  up  long-stemmed  and  clean  under  the 
protection  of  the  cloth  or  aster  house. 


We  issue  a  circular  on  Zinnias  that  discusses  further  details,  and  it  might  interest  you.  You  will  also 
find  them  dealt  with  in  your  Ball  Red  Book.

ANNUAL  LARKSPUR 


A  MOST  widely  used  half-hardy  annual  for  cutting 
both  for  the  greenhouse  and  outdoors.  After 
the  seed  is  germinated,  its  culture  is  simple,  tho, 
in  common  with  most  crops,  Larkspur  respond  to  a  well 
enriched  deep  soil.  Moderate  temperature  and  a  moist 
soil  are  necessary  to  the  germination  of  the  seed.  It 
rarely  germinates  when  hot.  Last  May  we  made  an  out¬ 
door  sowing  without  getting  a  trace  of  germination. 
Th  is  morning,  September  20,  I  happened  to  look  over 
this  same  sowing  and  found  it  coming  thru  100%,  and 
it,  of  course,  was  ’33  crop  seed.  When  the  new  crop 
seed  comes  in,  usually  late  in  August,  we  unfailingly 
destroy  all  carried  over  stock.  A  January  sowing  grown 
in  a  50°  house  gets  in  around  May  1  and  is  in  fine  shape 
thru  that  month.  For  outdoors,  a  fall  sowing  gets  in 
earliest;  but  one  made  as  early  in  the  spring  as  possible 
is  more  certain  to  make  a  stand.  For  a  succession,  sow 
every  two  weeks  until  May  1  —  for  our  latitude. 

The  Base  Branching  class,  also  known  as  the  Imperial  or  Spiral, 
improves  the  original  Stock-flowered  in  being  somewhat  longer 
stemmed.  The  Hyacinth-flowered  type  produces  but  one  long 
non-branching  flower  spike.  They  do  well  on  a  raised  or  shallow 
bed  where  the  growth  can  be  hardened  some,  but  on  a  deep 
ground  bed,  especially  if  grown  cold,  they  produce  hollow  stems 
that  break  easily  in  handling. 

Our  greenhouse  crops  of  Larkspur  keep  us  in  direct  touch 
with  the  value  of  varieties  and  market  colors.  If  you  are 
not  familiar  with  them,  our  suggestions  for  the  best  colors 
thru  stars  (*)  should  be  of  interest.

Marigolds  can  be  easily  flowered  in  mid-winter.  The 
Giant  Africans  should  be  used,  and  the  roots  must  be 
confined  to  shallow  beds  or  flats.  Also  use  at  least  a 
carnation  house  temperature,-  and  if  allowed  to  get 
quite  dry  or  are  checked  in  any  way,  buds  form  pre¬ 
maturely.  We  make  a  January  sowing,  space  3  x  4  in. 
in  Rats,  and  get  them  in  fine  flower  late  April  and  May. 
The  brightly  colored  dwarf  types  are  indispensable 
in  box  or  pan  arrangements.  For  bedding  or  border 
work  the  free  flowering  dwarf  kind  are  well  adapted 
to  even  the  trying  conditions  of  our  middlewest.
